Mr Trine has alw ays been a lover ol 
anim als aud is som ething of a natural 
ist. 
“ I regret very m uch,” he said, “ that 
notliing can be done to prevent the 
present slaughter, but a num ber of citi­ 
zens bere are in favor of bringing a bill 
before the legislature to make such 
cruelty impossible. I cannot understand 
how people can call the killing, m aim ­ 
ing or torturing of 20,000 pigeons in 
such a deliberate way sport. Every true 
sportsm an’s blood will revolt against 
such a carnival of slaughter. 
It is a 
disgrace to the civilized community. 
“ There will be necessarily such rapid 
shooting that many hundreds of the 
wounded birds will not be retrieved 
and will die by starvation or slow tor 
lure. 
.Shooting at clay pigeons would 
servo just as well r*s live pigeons. Such 
a coldblooded slaughter of God’s creat 
urns is unw orthy of American people, 
of a country like this, which is known 
for its hum anitarian im pulses.”
